case before shipping them to Los 
Angeles. 
While Sheriff J. F. McFadden of 
Phoenix was speeding to this city 
today, armed with fxtradition pa­ 
pers, Mrs. Judd’s attorneys made 
ready to chaUenge the “legal suffi­ 
ciency” of the papers signed by Gov­ 
ernor James Rolph Jr., in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Will Demand Hearing. 
Charles Craddick, associated in 
Mrs. Judd’s defense, announced he 
will demand a hearing in a Califor- 
court to test the validity of the 
•»tradition papers. Sheriff McFad­ 
den was expected to arrive with the 
documents today. 
In the hospital ward of the county 
Mrs. Judd met the news of the 
issuance of extradition papers with 
an outbreak of grief. While jail at­ 
tendants tried to calm her down, the 
confessed woman-slayer wept and 
shouted hysterically. 
‘Oh, isn’t there c-omething my 
lawyers can do?” she f obbed- “Hasn’t 
it been proved that 1’r.i sick with ac­ 
tive tuberculosis?” 
Officials Active. 
Arizona authorities hope to have 
the woman on the way back to Phoe 
nix within a day or two, but the re­ 
sistance of her lawyers may defer 
the return trip. 
The extradition papers accuse Mrs. 
Judd specificially of the murder of 
Mrs. Leroi, regarded by Arizona offi­ 
cials as a definite case of premedi­ 
tated killing,

His mention 
of Big Run probably came from the 
fact that he had once lived near the 
Big Run here. 
While he is mending physically, 
Mr. Jones’ mind is not clear yet. He

Richard Sheridan would be buried. 
Other army heroes have been bur- 
led in this cemetery, Genersl Win-- 
field Scott, who won the Mexican 
War, lies there. The remains 
of 
General George Custer, slain by the 
tomahawks of the Sioux are there. 
“Fighting Bob” Anderson, who de­ 
fended Fort Sumter, sleeps in the 
West Point cemetery. 
Will loin Heroes 
Now Cadet Richard Sheridan, who 
died of injuries received in the Yale- 
Army football game, will Join that 
immortal trio. “Grip hands with us 
now though we see not,” says the 
Army song to ¿he dead.* This after­ 
noon Cadet Sheridan win p ip hands 
with those three legendary heroes. 
Cadet Sheridan now lies in the 
small Catholic chapel here at West 
Point with Cadets from 
his own 
company standing rigidly at atten­ 
tion as a guard of honor. 
This lad needs no guard of honor 
but it is the only way his class mates 
can express their feelings toward 
him. 
This morning the flag 
draped 
coffin containing the body of the 
21-year-old boy who might 
have 
been a General was moved from the 
hospital to the chapel. Later in the 
morning a requiem mass will be cele­ 
brated by,, the Rev. J. A. Langton, 
Army chaplain. The “requiscat in 
pace” of the church win be whisper­ 
ed by Father Langton over the body 
of Sheridan and then the church 
will retire to allow the Army to say 
farewell to its own in the traditional 
and time honored fashion.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—Penn­ 
sylvania farmers are not going to 
feel the depression as much during 
the present fiscal year as such pro­ 
ducers in the country as a whole, 
it is indicated by estimates made 
public today by the Commerce De­ 
partm ent. 
During the year ended June 30, 
last, the total cash farm income of 
Pennsylvania was placed at $240,- 
500.000. According to estimates for 
the year ending June 30, 1082, this 
income will fall to $222,300,000, a 
drop of eight per cent. In the coun­ 
try as a whole, on the other hand 
a drop*>f 12 per cent is predicted. 
Upon the basis of the last five 
years as an average, the cash farm 
income of Pennsylvania during the 
present year is expected to be 22 
per cent below normal. 
This in­ 
come in the country as a whole 
however, is expected to be 82 per 
cent below normal. 
The Pennsylvania average for the 
five year period was $285.400,000. 
The total cash farm income of the 
Nation was $7,666,000,000 during the 
past fiscal year, average $9.879.000,- 
000 during the five year period but 
is expected to amount to only $6,- 
710.000.000 during the present year

“It goes without saying that if 
one has foolishly allowed himself 
to become too heavy, serious con­ 
sideration should be given to the 
problem of regaining normal weight. 
But the difficulty in this connec­ 
tion is that many persons who real­ 
ize the folly of their overindulgence, 
’fall’ for diet fads and harmful re­ 
duction methods. 
“And indeed there is no doubt 
that semi-starvation of one type or 


another will do the trick but such 
an imposition upon nature is ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous and most cer­ 
tainly should be avoided. ‘Eighteen 
pounds in eighteen days’ and similar 
seductive slogans sound very dra­ 
matic, but such drastic measures 
involve for most persons a real risk. 
No one should embark on a re­ 
duction program without first hav­ 
ing obtained a physician’s advice. 
But it is equally important that the 
man or woman who is underweight 
seeks medical advice. And the soon­ 
er the better. Barring disease, bad 
habits such as the excessive use of 
stimulants and improper food habits 
are usually at the bottom of this 
condition. 
* It should be understood that 
whether fat or thin, everyone has 
a normal weight standard. To a t­ 
tain it through 
scientifically 
ap­ 
proved methods and then maintain 
it should mean added years of life

MODERN GEOGRAPHY 
By 
NANNIE L. MITCHEI.TREE 
What is ‘modern’' geography? Is 
not the science of geography as old 
as the world itself? It is quite true 
that the geographic facts which we 
learned yesterday were just as ac­ 
curate as they are today; but the 
revolut on has come, not in the facts 
themselves, but in the interpreta­ 
tion of those facts in their rela­ 
tion to human activity, as well as in 
their Method of presentation. An 
older generation teamed to sing to 
the “tin e of a hickory stick” as of­ 
ten as not. 
“Tlif capital of Maine, Augusta, 
On f he Kennebec River;” 
This song together with the mere 
mention of the fact that m anufac­ 
turing was the principal industry of 
New 
England 
completed 
their 
knowlege of that group of states. 
But the grandchildren of that older 
generation today team to under­ 
stand that the development of m an­ 
ufacturing in New England is due to 
a combination of such factors as the 
presence of power, nearness to raw 
materials, ease of transportation and 
an early start in the industry. Thus 
they team to understand 
a fun­ 
damental geographic principle—that 
people learn to make their work and 
their ways of living fit the kind of 
country in which they dwell. It is 
the hum an relationships which are 
so significant in modem geography 
and the interpretation of these re­ 
lationships is the peculiar function 
of present day geography. 
It is within 
comparatively 
few 
years tl at geography has become a 
hum anl sd science. The older geo­ 
graphy 
extbooks contained an al­ 
most infinite amount of so-called 
geographic materials: 
there were 
unrelated facts of zoology, of bot­ 
any, of geology pure and simple; of 
hostory. with no attem pt made to 
show how geography had influenced 
it. Geography textbooks became al­ 
most 
encyclopedic 
in 
content. 
“Now” says J. Russell Smith, “each 
year sees a deepening realization th at 
the science of geography is really a 
. 
_____________________ 
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study of cause ami effect, an ex­ 
planation of things, a basis of un­ 
derstanding a subject valuable in fi­ 
nance, m anufacturing and trade as 
well as in the higher citizenship— 
the good relations of the nations 
with each other as nations.” 
The following quotations 
from 
textbooks of three different dates 
illustrate this development of geo­ 
graphy from a mere collection of 
unrelated facts to the 
science 
of 
cause and effect th at it is today. 
The first is taken from a geography 
text published about 1875 and covers 
the entire subject of Switzerland; 
“Switzerland is a very mountainous 
country, and celebrated for its mag­ 
nificent scenery. The Alps cover a 
large part of its surface. There are 
also many beautiful lakes. Cattle- 
raising is the chief farming pursuit. 
The principal 
manufacturers 
are 
those of watches, jewelry and silks. 
The inhabitants are noted for their 
simple manners, bravery and patri­ 
otism.” 
Nor do the next forty years see 
much improvement in our text; the 
following from a textbook of 1915 
adds no more m eat to the dry bones 
of facts; “The Swiss people live in 
a highland home. Their country is 
shut in on all sides and does not 
reach the sea. The people speak the 
language of other nations close by. 
The climate of the land is cool and 
cattle graze in the cool valleys. But 
ter and cheese are made in this lit­ 
tle country. The people of Swit­ 
zerland also make fine laces and sell 
many of them in our country.” 
Now note the change of viewpoint 
in the following 
from 
a textbook 
published within the last five years. 
This quotation covers only one phase 
of the problem of how the Swiss 
use their land to make 
a living. 
“The men and boys of the village 
have taken the cattle to the high 
mountains 
pasture 
called 
‘alps” 
early in the spring. The day on 
which they started for the alps was 
a holiday, and Gerda and the other 
children followed the herders part 
way up the mountain side. Since 
that day Gerda’s father has return­ 
ed to the village once to cary down 
some cheeses and to take back bread 
and vegetables. As long as the cat­ 
tle grazed in the lower pastures the 
herders lived in little huts near the 
waterfall. Bow can you tell th a t 
these in the picture have been built 
merely for summer shelter? 
(These 
questions refer the pupil to the ac­ 
companying picture which thus be­ 
comes an integral part of the text.) 
“Of what are 
the 
houses 
built? 
From where do you think the m ater­ 
ial came? W hat has been used in­ 
stead of nails? Why not make the 
roofs perfectly flat so it would be 
even easier for the poles and stones 
to stay on?*** After staying two or 
three weeks in this pasture the cat­ 
tle are driven still higher up the 
mountain where, as summer days 
grow longer the grass becomes green. 
Every day each man milks his cows 
and makes the milk into 
cheese. 
During the four or five months that 
the herders spend in the high pas­ 
tures they commonly make more 
than one hundred pounds of cheese 
from the milk of a single cow. They 
move again and 
again. The 
last 
move is made in July. The herders 
now bring the cattle back to the, 
lower pastures, where they eat what 
is called the aftergrass. By the mid­ 
dle of October the herders, the cat­ 
tle and the goats will be back in the 
village.” 
Thus the new geography, in seek­ 
ing to show the 
adjustm ent 
the 
Swiss people make to their envir­ 
onment, points out to the child that 
this seasonal migration 
is not a 
mere whim of the Swiss who, per­ 
chance, like 
moving 
better 
than 
staying in tme place, but is the ad­ 
justm ent in their mode of living to 
an environment in whch the pas­ 
turage of any one localty becomes 
exhausted and the herders and their 
flocks must move to pastures new. 
Thus the child is ted to a whole­ 
some attitude toward the activities 
of other people, a sympathetic un­ 
derstanding of their peculiar prob­ 


lems. He team s that the Eskimo s j 
diet of blubber, meat and fish is an J 
adjustment to 
a cold 
climate 
in i 
which he must make use of 
the * 
scanty resources of his environment 
to provide heat for his body: the j 
Arab's entire life is an adjustment j 
to one great fact—scarcity of wat- j 
er; his lack of a permanent home, j 
the constant moving in search oil 
pasturage for his Bodes, even his 
ideas about property are directly re­ 
lated to this factor of his environ­ 
ment.. As the child advances he 
teams that even the economic and 
political problems of many people 
are influenced by geography; for ex­ 
ample, the need of Japan to find 
new hobaes for her people is the re­ 
sult of an overcrowded condition on 
the small islands where it is possible 
to cultivate only one-sixth of the 
land. 
Today, because the world has been 
made small by improved means of 
transportation and communication, 
isolation is the thing of the past. 
We realize more than ever before 
the interdependence of the people 
of all nations. In our children must 
be developed a world-mindedness, 
an ability to see social, 
economic 
and political problems of our own 
and other nations. Geography con­ 
tributes more to this development 
of world citizenship than any other 
subject of the curriculum. 
Along with the revolution in geo­ 
graphy textbooks has come a change 
in the methodis of teaching; we 
have had to reorganize the methods 
of presentation as well as the sub­ 
ject matter. Since the older texts 
contained little but a collection of 
unrelated facts geography teaching 
interested itself largely in the dead­ 
ly memorization of these facts with 
no more attem pt to interpret them 
through cause and effect than there 
was to explain the .multiplication ta­ 
bles. Geography learning was mere­ 
ly a memory exercise. If you were 
“long” in memory you had little dif­ 
ficulty in 
committing 
names 
of 
capes and mountains of products 
and cities and reciting these glibly. 
But most of these facts have faded 
into an indistinct haze leaving the 
learner no mental attitude of sym-? 
pathy and understanding. 
One is not to | understand 
th at 
modern geography teaching Ignores 
the need for a knowledge of certain 
locational facts; 
a lack 
of 
such 
knowledge is a 
serious 
handicap. 
But, v^iereas, the learning of these 
facts 
yesterday was a m atter 
of 
memorization, today they are tied 
up with related ideas and the learn­ 
ing of them is thus made purposeful;

make-believe trips with stories and 
pictures are useful. An apprecia­ 
tion of conditions in other parts of 
the world which contribute to his 
needs is thus developed in the child. 
Picture study is also a very def­ 
inite part of the modem teaching 
technique. In lieu of the actual 
landscapes, well chosen pictures help 
to develop a skill in interpreting the 
relationships between man's activi­ 
ties and their physical setting. 
Children must be trained to form 
the mental 
picture of a region 
through 
this 
picture 
study 
or 
through -the medium of concrete, 
vivid imagery which they find in 
well chosen textual and supplemen­ 
tary reading material. Much of the 
vividness and value of supplemen­ 
tary reading is due to the fact that 
the books interpret life rather than 
catalogue it. Through such stories 
as Grenfell’s “Adrift on an Ice-pan” 
or Mukerji's “Hari the Jungle Lad” 
children will extend their interests 
and sympathies. 
Worth while knowledge, attitudes 
and skills 
are 
acquired 
through 
means of modeling, sand table re­ 
presentations, 
dramatizations, 
the 
making of booklets and posters, the 
interpretation of graphs and various 
types of map making. 
Through the newer viewpoint of 
interpretation, geography becomes a 
vital part of the childs life. The 
geography text is no long«* a screen 
to hide behind, a convenient shield 
few surreptitious activities.

However, on lend­ 
ing at New York the other day, for a visit, the pioneer airman declared 
that ocean flying is still a gamble, notwithstanding the rapid strides 
made by aviation in the last few years. Sir Arthur believes that with 
the present design and construction regular air service across the 
Atlantic will never be possible.

¡•ears apart—was the same!

Rockne had that certain some- 
hing which enabled him to fire his 
>!ayers into a relentless force that 
:ould not be beaten. 
On that first occasion, I was a 
Siotre Dame player. On the second 
[ was there as a friend of Rock’s. 
But in 1930 I felt the same thrill at 
ftockne’s words, that I had exper- 
enced in 1916 when just a boy.

The first time was the morning 
before the Nebraska game in Lin­ 
coln late in 1916. 
Notre Dame wasn’t so sure about 
beating Nebraska before Rock, who 
then only as assistant coach (Jess 
Harper v«&s head football man then) 
had his little say.

Rockne made his talk in a notel 
banquet ball—the boys were so fired 
up that we kicked down the door!

BERLIN. Oct, 28—If the present 
rush of German youth of the Uni­ 
versities continues almost every Ger­ 
man will be a graduate within the 
next fifty years. 
According to the latest statistics 
on German colleges 
and 
univer­ 
sities the number of students has 
more than doubled in the last twen­ 
ty-five years, so that there is now 
one student for every six hundred 
inhabitants in the country. 
While the total number of stu­ 
dents was 50,000 in 1906 it has now 
risen to approximately 100,000, in­ 
cluding girls. 
The number of girl 
students amounts to more than ope 
fifth of the total of German stu­ 
dents. 
The steadily growing num­ 
ber of girl students and the lack of 
jobs available for youngsters leav­ 
ing the schools have mainly contri­ 
buted to the steady growth of the 
German “academic proletariat.”
